CONGRESSIONAL FKOCI5EDINGS. 


Tho House Tarlfl1 Bill Amended In the 


Senate. 


WASHINGTON, February 4 —The Sen- 


ate Finance Committee has agreed to 
report the Tariff bill, an amendment 
providing for the free coinage of silver. 
The amendment was suggested by Sen- 
ator Vest and agreed to by & majority, 
one, 
Senator Jones of Nevada, voting 


with the Democrats fo:1 the amend- 
ment, and all Republicans present 
voting against it. Wolcott, the only 
Republican absentee, was recorded as 
voting against the amendment. Sena- 
tor Jones of Arkanbas, the only Demo- 
cratic member not preueut, was re- 
ported as having voted for it. The 
amendment agreed to is in the exact 
words of the silver substitute for tho 
Bond bill which passed the Senate on 
Saturday. 


It provides for the free coinage of 


silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 and directs 
the immediate coinage into standaid 
dollars .of the silvei seigniorage in tho 
treasury 
accumulated by purchases 


under tbe Sherman act; it prohibits 
tho issuance of national bank notes of 
smaller denominations than $10 and 
directs the Secretaiy of the Treasury 
to redeem greenbacks and Treasury 
notes in either goH or silver, exclu- 
sively at the option of the Secretary, 
and to resume greenbacks. 


In tbe Senate to-day Morrill re 


amendment back to the Finance Com- 
mittee. with instructions to report the 
original bill and 
the amendment 


separately. 


The Quay motion went over till the 


afternoon. 


The report on the Tariff bill proved a 


complete surprise for the silver Repub- 
licans and was unfavorably received by 
them. They will generally support the 
Quay motion to have the two proposi- 
tions of the tariff and silver separated. 


Pei kins said in an interview: "I 


voted consistently for the silver sub- 
stitute for the Bond bill in accordance 
with the wishes of my constituents and 
even went to the extent of opposing all 
the amendments offered, to defeat it, 
but I do not consider myself under 
obligations to support a measure so 
evidently intended for the purpose of 
defeating legislation." 


The Tariff bill is an emergency meas- 


ure and tho revenue it provides for is 
needed for the support of Government. 
[t is assorted that all Democrats and 
Populists will vote against the Quay 
motion. 
If so, the motion cannot

Some 
sound money Democrats are inclined
